Ivir,  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  rural  district  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1956. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
are  only  slightly  changed  from  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
fell  from  30.7  to  21.27  per  1,000  live  births.  Malignant  disease  and 
degenerative  disease  of  the  heart  and  cardiovascular  system  are  again 
responsible  for  the  biggest  figures  in  the  mortality  tables.  Malignant  disease 
T/ith  a total  of  68  deaths  increased  by  26  as  compared  v/ith  1955,  and  the 
figure  for  lung  cancer  deaths  increased  from  8 to  15  of  v/hich  3 were  females. 

Five  years  ago  an  investigation  was  commenced  into  the  mortality 
of  British  doctors  in  relation  to  their  smoking  habits.  The  second  report 
issued  in  November  confirms  that  smoking,  especially  cigarettes,  greatly 
increases  the  risk  of  men  developing  lung  cancer  and  that  pipe  smoking  is 
about  one  third  as  dangerous  as  cigarettes.  The  investigation  shows  that 
the  risks  of  smoking  are  not  confined  to  lung  cancer,  and  that  sm.oking  also 
leads  to  increased  mortality  from  chronic  bfonchitis,  and  to  a lesser  degree 
coronary  thrombosis  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  A Birmingham  investigation 
of  the  smoking  habits  of  1,200  tuberculosis  cases  also  suggests  that  smoking 
may  be  an  important  cause  of  the  breakdown  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

A total  of  155  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received 
as  compared  \7ith  665  during  the  previous  year.  This  reduction  is  largely 
due  to  the  fact  there  were  only  5 cases  of  measles.  84  of  the  notifications 
were  for  whooping  cough,  Sonne  dysentery  continues  to  appear  from  time  to 
time  and  8 of  this  year's  10  cases  occurred  at  Crich.  There  were  12  cases 
of  pulmonary  and  5 of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  five  deaths  associated 
with  this  disease  were  all  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Follovving  registration  in  the  spring  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination 
commenced  in  this  country  in  the  early  summer  months.  Treatment  was 
discontinued  during  the  poliomyelitis  season  and  resumed  in  the  \vinter. 

Because  of  limited  supplies  of  vaccine  only  a small  proportion  of  the  children 
registered  were  vaccinated  during  the  year,  but  enough  were  done  to  demonstrate 
a'lply  the  safety  of  the  procedure.  It  is  of  course  much  too  early  to  be  able  to 
give  any  estimate  of  the  protection  value  of  the  British  Vaccine,  but  it  has 
been  dem.onstrated  that  its  antigenic  properties  are  equal  to  the  best  ilmerican 
Vaccines  and  better  than  some. 

The  report  gives  some  indication  of  the  considerable  amount  of 
inspection,  administrative  and  clerical  work  in  which  the  department  has  been 
involved  during  1956,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  official 
representation  to  the  Council  of  clearance  areas  under  Section  25  of  the 
Housiiag  Act,  1936,  and  latterly  in  connection  v/ith  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955. 
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I should  like  to  ejqjress  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the  members  of  my  staff 
for  the  competent  and  zealous  manner  in  v/hich  they  have  carried  out  the 
year's  work,

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Amiual  Report  on  the  work 
undei'token  by  my  Department  during  the  year  195^* 

The  Council’s  prograiume  to  deal  vidth  housing  conditions,  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  required  a considerable  amount  of  inspection  and 
administrative  work  in  the  preparation  of  material  for  submission  to 
the  Ministry  in  connection  with  a number  of  clearance  areas. 

The  concentration  on  housing  work  prevented  an  immediate  start 
on  T/ork  under  the  new  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  which  came  into  force 
in  1956,  The  more  important  requirements  as  to  the  provision  of  sinJcs, 
wash  basins,  water  supply  etc, , came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July. 

Most  of  the  food  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  current  yean, 
and  follow-up  inspectiors involving  interviev/s  \dth  occupiers  of  food 
premises  in  order  to  fully  implement  the  regulations  are  now  taking  place. 

The  work  connected  with  the  making  of  improvement  grants  has 
increased,  and  it  is  satisfyiiag  to  see  the  utilisation  of  sub-standard 
houses  and  other  buildirjgs  to  provide  useful  housing  accommodation,  . 

In  addition,  many  old  houses  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair  have  been 
provided  with  the  additional  amenities  and  comfort  of  the  more  modern 
type  of  house. 

Refuse  collection  continues  to  be  a -service  v/hich  creates 
difficulties  due  to  continued  development  in  certain  parishes,  and  the 
problem  of  obtainJ-ng  suitable  labour  in  those  areas, 

I wish  to  tharJc  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Comirittee  for  their  support,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  other 
Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation,  and  the  members 
of  my  staff  for  the  capable  and  v/illing  way  in  which  the  work  of  the 
Department  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year,

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PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AI®  COivIPOSITION  OP  'THE  AREA 


The  Rural  District  of  Helper  lies  to  the  south  of  DerbysTiire  and 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Matlock,  on  the  south  by 
the  County  Borough  of  Dez'by  and  the  Rural  District  of  Shardlow,  on  the  east 
by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Alfreton,  Ripley,  Heanor,  and  Ilkeston  Borough, 
and  on  the  west  by  the  Wirksworth  Urban  and  Ashbourne  Rural  Districts. 

The  altitude  of  the  area  varies  considerably  from  150  0,D.  at  Darley  Abbey 
in  the  south  to  1,000  O.D,  in  the  north  at  Ashleyhay,  The  River  Deivrent, 
entering  the  rural  district  at  Lea  Wood,  on  the  260  foot  contour,  flows  from 
north  to  south,  dividing  the  area  fairly  equally  into  east  and  west.  The 
eastern  parishes  are  where  the  industries  are  found,  and  the  residential 
and  agricultural  parishes  are  sited  chiefly  on  the  v/est  bank  of  the  river, 

A circle  of  approximately  10  miles  radius,  struck  from  the  Council 
Offices,  encloses  the  28  parishes  which  are  under  the  Council's  administration. 

Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  varies,  one  parish 
sending  three  councillors  ajid  in  another  instance  one  representative  sits 
for  tvra  parishes.  The  total  representation  is  30  councillors,

3,0.0,  Vaccination 

In  February  the  first  (progress)  report  to  the  Medical  Research  Council 
on  the  use  of  B, 0,0,  vaccine  in  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  in  adolescents 
was  issued.  The  trial  seems  to  show  beyond  doubt  the  benefit  of  B,  0,0, 
vaccination  for  ado]^ents  in  an  urban  industrialised  community.  The  County 
Health  Committee  has  decided  to  seek  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  an  amendment  of  the  County  Council’s  proposals  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  to  enable  the  authority  to  offer  B, C,0,  vaccination  to 
classes  of  persons  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Minister,  It  is  intended 
that  a scheme  for  3, C, G,  vaccination  of  children  between  their  13th  and  14th 
birthdays  shall  be  gradually  introduced  throughout  the  Administrative  County, 

B.C.G,  vaccination  is  at  present  available  through  the  Chest  Clinics 
fcr  child  contacts  and  other  peoiple  at  special  risk  of  exposure  to  infection. 
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Poliomyelitis  and  imti-poliogiyelitis  Vaccine 


The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  low  for  the  country  as  a v/hole. 

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  this  district.  In  the  sprirjg 
parents  were  inyited  to  register  children  born  during  the  years  1947-1954  if 
they  \7ished  them  to  be  yaccinated  against  poliomyelitis.  Many  parents  held 
back  owing  to  doubts  in  their  ndnds  of  the  safety  of  the  treatment.  Supplies 
of  the  yaccine  v/ere  very  limited  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  18,000  of  those 
vdio  registered  in  the  Country  v/ere  still  not  done.  The  value  of  the  British 
produced  vaccine  must  av/ait  timiC  to  be  proved,  but  it  has  been  nov7  demonstrated 
to  be  safe  and  free  from  any  general  side  effects  or  local  reactions. 

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

There  were  no  diphtheria  cases  reported  in  this  District.  The  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  drey/  attention  again  in  his  Annual 
Report  to  the  necessity  for  maintaining  the  level  of  iranunisatioru 

Most  primaiy  immunisations  in  the  district  are  carried  out  by  General 
Practitioners,  Immunisation  is  available  at  the  School  Climes  and  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  The  school  doctors  give  booster  doses  at  the  schools  and  also 
primary  immunisation  to  those  children  v/hose  parents  neglected  to  have  it  done 
at  the  proper  time  during  infancy, 

BACTBRIOLOGICAL  EmmU'SlOm 

The  County  Bacteriologist  undertakes,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  all 
the  bacteriological  examinations. 

Specimens  and  swabs  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded 
direct  to  the  Derbyshire  County  Council’s  Bacteriologist,  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  County  Offices,  St,  Mary's  Gate,  Derby,  (Telephone  No, 47131). 

The  Laboratory  vd.ll  be  taken  over  in  the  near  future  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  and  is  moving  to  nev/  premises  in  the  grounds  of  the  Derbyshire 
Royal  Infirmary,  i 

GBRERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  iiREA 

The  Derbyshire  Count5'-  Council's  Health  Services  Handbook  sets  out  the 
various  health  services  that  are  provided  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  A.ct,  194^,  an'l  the  Education  Act  by  the  County  Council,  and  under  Part  IV  ' 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  by  the  Local  Executive  Council,  in  the 
administrative  County. 

The  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  include  the  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery, 

Heal.tb  Visiting,  Home  I'kirsing,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  /uribulance  Services,  ;

HOSPITiJ.  SERVICES 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  may  be  removed  to 
the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred  to  the 
Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby,  (Telephone  No.Derby  47866),  and 
may  bo  oHmitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  to  Walton  Sanatorium, 
Chesterfield, 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
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SCAmGING 


House  Refuse  Remov^ail 

During  the  year  a sub-comniittee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  vvas 
formed  to  considei’  the  organisation  of  refuse  collection  and  the  condition  of 
the  vehicles  used,  and  a report  was  submitted  with  recommendations  for  replacement 
and  maintenance  of  vehicles  and  the  provision  of  certain  virelfare  facilities  at 
the  depots,  and  these  recommendations  are  now  being  carried  out. 

All  refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with  .an 
establishment  of  1 general  foremen  and  29  other  workmen,  but  is  is  seldom 
possible  to  recnoit  suitable  labour  to  keep  the  teams  up  to  full  strength. 

This  establishment  is  required  as  a minimum  to  carry  out  the  service,  and  loss 
of  time  due  to  sickness  and  holidays  continually  dismpts  the  routine  of 
collection  and  necessitates  reorganisation  of  labour  between  the  different  teams, 
now  woiicing  as  eight  collecting  vinits.  One  additional  workman  has  been  agreed 
for  the  reorganisation  of  collections  in  the  sout.hern  end  of  the  distx'ict,  Tvhich 
will  create  one  mnre  team  by  a division  of  the  existing  teams,  and  this  will  be 
caz’i'ied  out  as  soon  as  labour  can  be  recruited.  Ten  lorries  are  used,  wliich  will 
allov/  for  the  reorganisation  and  leave  one  spare  lorry  to  take  care  of  the 
occasional  breakdowns.  The  large  scale  residential  development  taking  place  in 
Allestree,  Darley  Abbey  and  Quarndon  will  undoubtedly  require  further  additional 
labour  in  the  near  future. 

Refuse  Tips 

One  additional  tip  at  Yifillow  Ley  Parra,  off  Heanor  Road,  Smalley,  \7as 
brought  into  use  during  the  year.  This  is  a piece  of  land  which  is  short  of 
material  for  filling  an  excavation  following  open-cast  mining  and  will  provide 
tipping  for  at  least  two  to  three  years,  and  for  v?hich  the  ovmers  .are  not  asking 
a rent.  It  has  proved  a valuable  tip  during  a time  when  tipping  at  Shipley  has 
been  interrupted  by  open-cast  v/orking,  and  Vid.ll  also  prolong  the  time  during  v/hich 
other  tips  may  be  used.  The  other  tips  owned  or  rented  by  the  Council  are  at 
Crich,  Darley  Abbey,  Derby,  Horsley,  Holbrook,  Kirk  Langley  and  Shipley, 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  Darley  Abbey  where  one  full-time  tip  attendant 
is  employed,  and  at  Crich,  where  one  workman  divides  his  time  between  work  on  the 
tip,  paper  baling,  grass  mowing  on  Council  Estates  etc.  The  conditions  at  the 
other  tips  make  controlled  tipping  difficult,  but  the  refuse  collectors  straighten 
and  cover  the  material  at  frequent  intervals. 

Salvage  Collection 


During  the  financial  year  122  tons  17^  cwts  of  waste  paper  were 
collected  and  sold,  realising  £860,  0,  0,  and  during  the  same  period  scrap  metal 
and  rags  sold  realised  £l6lf,  0.  0,  making  a total  of  £1,024.  0,  0. 

The  workmen  received  fifty  per  cent  of  the  profit  after  the  deduction 
of  the  year’s  expenses,  which  included  the  provision  of  one  new  baling  press, 
the  cost  of  a second  new  baling  press  being  carried  forward  to  the  current  year. 

Night  Soil  Collection 

One  Austin  lorry  v/ith  a fitted  tank,  and  three  men  v/ere  engaged  full 
time  on  nightsoil  collection.  All  their  collection  is  carried  out  during  normal 
vrorking  hours  with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Dethick,  Lea  and  Holloway,  which 
is  done  in  the  eveniiig. 

The  collection  in  the  parishes  of  Kirk  Langley  and  Mackworth,  and  parts 
of  Horsley  Woodhouse  and  Smalley  v/as  carried  out  by  tv/o  private  contractors. 

Cost  of  Scavenging: 

The  cost  of  the  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  schemes  for  the 
year  ended  the  31st  March,  1957,  totalled  £25,443.  l6.  0,  the  equivalent  of  a 
rate  of  V6o02d  in  the  pound  or  at  an  average  cost  of  £2,  12,  11.  per  house.

One  additional  private  slaughterhouse  v/as  licensed  in  January,  195^, 
making  a total  of  12  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  three  of  v/hich 
are  only  used  on  infrequent  occasions.  One  slaughterhouse  was  involved  in  a 
change  of  occupier  and  the  licence  transferred. 

The  butchers  continue  to  kill  animals  of  good  quality. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  cattle  (bulls,  bullocks,  covvs  and 
heifers),  calves  and  pigs,  have  been  inspected  immediately  following  slaughter, 
and  almost  lOC^  inspection  of  sheep  and  lambs  has  also  been  canned  out.

Observations  of  the  Engineer  & Surveyor 


1956  proved  to  be  an  extremely  v/et  summer  and  this  v/as  reflected 
in  a slight  reduction  in  the  annual  increase  in  vra-ter  consuj'nption  throughout 
the  district, 

Tvrc»  mains  extensions  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  both 
primarily  for  the  benefit  of  agricultural  properties  but  10  domestic 
properties  have  benefitted.  The  total  length  of  mains  laid  was  5,110  yards 
of  3”  asbestos  cement  pipes.  At  the  request  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
Education  Committee,  the  Council's  12"  high  pressure  water  main  at  Duffield 
was  diverted  in  order  to  allow  for  the  construction  of  a new/  Grammar  School, 
The  total  length  of  the  main  involved  was  approximately  I90  yards. 

There  have  been  a number  of  complaints  of  discoloured  water  being 
supplied  to  properties  in  the  Eastern  and  Northern  parishes.  It  has  been 
found  that  the  only  effective  remedy  for  these  complaints  is  to  maintain  a 
fi’equent  service  of  washing  out  the  mains, 

A new  6"  asbestos  cement  main  has  been  laid  from  Dethick  Spring 
Intake  to  Lea  Pumping  Station,  whilst  this  water  must  be  chlorinated  the 
increased  delivery  to  the  punping  station  has  resulted  in  the  elimination 
of  consumption  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Yfeter  Board, 

Mning  subsidence  continues  to  damage  mains  in  parts  of  the 
eastern  parishes,  and  consumers  are  often  inconvenienced  as  it  is  not  possible 
to  give  any  advanced  warning  of  such  breaks.
